New York, June 30.—Ten million dol-

Jars as an endowment for higher educa:
tiom in the United States has been giv-
en to the General Education board by
John D. Rockefeller, The announcement
was made by Dr. Wallace Buttrick, of
B¢ board, at a meeting today. The
following letter to the secretaries and

executive officers of the board from F.
T. Gates, Mr. Rockefeller's representa-
tive, was given out:

“26 Broadway, New York, June 30,
1805.—To Messra, Wallace, Buttrick
and Star J. Murphy, Secretaries and ex:
ecutive officers, General FEducation board.
New York: Dear Sirs: 1 am authorized
by Mr. John D. Rockefeller to say that
be will contribute to the General Edn-
cation board the sum of £10.000.000, to
be paid October 1, mext, in eash or at
kis option in incoming-producing securi
ties at their market value, the princi-
pal to be held in perpetuity as a found-
stion for education, the income, above
expenses and administration, to be dis-
tributed or used for the benefit of such
institutions of learning, at such times,
in such awounts, for such purposes and
under such conditions, or emploved In
such other ways as the board may deem
best adopted to promote a comprehen-
sive system of higher education in the
United States.

With this letter the following state-
ment was given out:

“John D. Rockefeller, Ir.,
gentlemen of the city, was instrumenta)
in forming the General Education board
in February, 12, A very broad and
admirable charter was secured from
Congress and «igifjd by President Roose-
velt on January 12, 1003,

“A gift of §1.000000 from Mr. John
D. Rockefeller was immediately passed
over to the board, and practically as
signed for educational work in the South

“The present gift differs from My,
Rockefeller's first gift to the board in
the following particulars:

“The principal sum of the gift of $1..
000,000 made on the organization of the
board could be distributed. The present
gift of $10,000,000 iz held as an endow.
ment, the income only being available
for distrubution,

“The flrst gift was designed to be
nsed expressly in the Southern states
The presemt gift is for use not only in
the Southern states, but throughout the
United States, without distinction of
section.

“The first gift could be used for cam-
mon schools and secondary educations;
the second gift i< confined to higher ed-
uoation and is designed especially for
colleges as distingnished from the great
universitios, although there is no pro-
hibition in the letter of gift aguinst
making contributions to universities.

“Both gifts are alike available for de-
nominational schools as well as for those
which are nonsectarian. While the funds
may be employed for denominational
shools, they will be employed without
sectarian  distinctions.  No  special de-
nomination will be particularly favored
but the funds will be open to approved
schovls of all denomination, altbhough
they can not be employéd for giving
specifically  theological instruction.

“In distributing the funds the board
will aim especially to favor those insti
have a constituency strong and able to
insure permanence and power,

“No attempt will be made to resuscl-
tate moribund schools or to assist in
stitutions which are so located that they
cannot promise to be permanently use
ful.

“Within these limits there are no re-
strictions as to the use of the income,
It may be used for endowment, for
buildings, for current expenses, [fm
debts, for apparatus for any other pur-
pose which may be found most serviee.
able,

“It is known that Mr. Rockefeller has |
had this gift in contemplation for a long '
time and Mr. Gates had been studying |
the subject in his behall for many
months, 1f the fund proves as useful
as is now anficipated, Mr. Rockefeller
will undoubtedly make large
to it in future years
